The closest reference No. 5,887,003 does not disclose or suggest the improvement of the instant 
application comprises the AND/OR circuit operating in OR mode, activating the increment 
signal responsive to one or more selected bits of the events signal is set : and when in AND 
mode, activating the increment signal when all of the selected bits of the event signal are set .
